YOUTH DETAINED 
AND QUESTIONED 


Car Used to Carry Child 
Away Was Taxi Seized 
After Abductor Shot Its 
Driver Dead.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—The 
search for the kidnaper of little 
Mary Daly, seized by a dark- 
skinned man, not far from her 
Montclair, N. J., home today was 
extended into Pennsylvania and 
other nearby states. 

Harrison Noel, 20-year-old sua of 
Dix W. Noel, New York lawyer, liv- 
ing in Montciair, was held tonight 
at police headquarters in Mont- 
clair, N. J., by Chief of Police 
Reilly and county detectives, for 
questioning in connection with the 


case. Late this evening detectives 
went to the Noel home, 295 North 
Mountain avenue, and accompanied 
Harrison to headquarters. North 
Mountain avenue is one block from 
Upper Mountain avenue, where 
Mary Daly was snatched Friday 
noon. A big crowd gathered outside 
the station while the youth was 
questioned. 

Questioned About Car. 
Detectives said they wanted to 
ask young Noel about an Oakland 
car reported seen at Van Giesen’s 
Gap, where the abandoned taxicab 
of Tedmont Pierce, murdcred driv- 
er, was discovered today. A wom- 
an informant, whose name was 
withheld by police, said a red Oak- 
land car had been observed there. 
She gave the number. From the 
License Bureau in Jersey City the 
owner's name was obtained by po- 
lice. 

Friends of the family said Har- 
rison Noel was a graduate of Mont- 
clair High School and had gone one 
year to Harvard. Returning the 
second autumn, he had a nervous 
breakdown, they said, and was sert 
by his family to a private sanita- 
rium. Seized with nervous ilbmess 
again, these friends said, Noel was 
sent to Essex County Hospital at 
Overbrook, where he remained un- 
til six raonths ago. Subsequently 
his alleged strange conduct caused 
him to be taken to Bellevue. 

Police Dogs in Search. 


Posses with bloodhounds and po- 
lice dogs are continuing to comb the 
surrounding country for the fugi- 
tive, who has already left one man 
dead in his path. But near Mont- 
clair the conviction was growing 
last night that the 6-year-old girl 
had been slain. Many of the weary 
men and women who are conduct- 
ing the search began to beat the 
underbrush of the Orange Moun- 
tains in the belief that they might 
find the body. 
A possible clue was furnished to- 
day by Philip Goodwin of Boy 
Scout Troop No. 17 of Montclair, 
when he brought to Montclair po- 
lice headquarters a white cotton 
glove and a piece of heavy flannel- 
like material which he said he had 
found in the woods at Cedar Grove, 
N. J., near the spot where the 
abandoned taxicab was found early 
in the day. 
There were stains on both the 
piece of cloth and on the glove, 
which is of the type commonly 
worn by workmen, and Dr. Mau- 
rice Cohen, police surgeon of Mont- 
clair, was of the opinion that the 
stains were of human blood. 
On the theory that his assump- 
tion was correct and that the plece 
of cloth may have been torn from 
the dress worn by the Daly girl, 
preparations were being made 
to take two German police dogs to 
the woods where the glove and 
cloth were found and to put them 
on the ecent.

GERMANY SOLVING LIQUOR 
PROBLEM OF OWN VOLITION 


Country Wet, Has Cut Annual Per 
Capita Consumption of Beer 
to Half in 25 Years. 


Iv the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, Sept. 5.—Germany, 
without prohibition, has reduced 


its annual per capita consumption 
of beer by almost half in the last 
quarter century, according to fig- 
ures compiled by Prof. Loecker- 
mann, an opponent of prohibition 
legislation, to support his theory 
that the German people are solv- 
ing the liquor: problem of their 
own volition. 

In 1900 Prof. Loeckermann’s fig- 
ures show the annual per capita 
consumption of the foaming brew 
was 124.6 quarts; in 1924 this had 
dropped to 63.4 quarts. In 1914, 
when Germany was at the height 
of her industrial prosperity, the 
figure was 103.5 quarts. In the late 


‘90s, Prof. Loeckermann says, Ger- 
many’s annual per capita consump- 
tion of brandy yas as high as 6.5 
quarts, while in 1924 it was only a 
little more than half a quart.

LONDON, Sept. 5.—Shawls are 
to “be fashionable in England this 
winter because Queen Mary has 
made up her mind to do the wom- 
an of the north Scotland Islands a 
favor. The Queen follows with 
great interest the fortunes of the 
island folk and has become much 
perturbed that there is consider- 
able poverty among tht women 
there owing to the demand for 
Shetiand shawls having fallen off 
in recent years.

To do this all 
that is necessary is for the Queen, 
Princess Mary and the Duchess of 
York to wear shawls on a few occa- 
sions.

BIG JOBS OPEN TO WOMEN 


England Discards Barriers for Civil 
Service Appointments.

LONDON, Aug. 21.—English 
women may henceforth aspire to 
filling the highest posts in the civil 
service, for another barrier against 
women’s advance into professions 
hitherto reserved for men was re- 
moved recently when for the first 
time women were admitted to the 
difficult examinations for class ¢ 
the highest administrative grade in 
that service. 

The 34 women who are compet- 
ing on equal térms with men are 
all university graduates, most of 
them from the women’s colleges at 
Oxford and Cambridge. If they 
succeed, they will receive appoint- 
ments carrying salaries beginning 
with $1000 to $2000 a year, plus 
bonus, the same for women as for 
men, and they may rise hy meri: 
and seniority to permanent secre- 
taryships, where salaries range 
from $15.000 to $17.500 a year.

Both officers declined to 
say whefher any decision concern- 
ing Col. Mitchell’s future had been 
reached asa result of their meet- 
ing. 
Davis is expected to return early 
next week from Forest Hills, N.

It was 
regarded as probable that in the 
meantime Major-General Ernest 
Hinds, commanding the Eighth 
Corps Area at San Antonio, would 
be instructed t obtain from Coi.

Practice in Such Cases. 
It has been the practice of the 
War Department, in dealing with 
problems such as are presented by 
the latest Mitchell pronouncement, 
to determine the facts in the case 
of official investigation and then 
proceed along lines laid down in 
army regulations. 
Col. Mitchell has been called 
upon severa] times lately to explain 
statements attributed to him. Sec- 
retary Weeks directed him to ex- 
plain some of his testimony before 
the House committee where he ad- 
vocated passage of the Curry Dill 
for a unified air service which pre- 
viously had been disapproved by 
the War Department. In this in- 
stance, Weeks said, he was not con- 
cerned with expressions of personal 
view of the then Brigadter-General 
Mitchell, but that his statements 
regarding War Department prac- 
tices deserved careful examination.

These depart- 
ments, remember, are supported 
by the taxes of the people and 
were created for the purpose of 
protecting us from invasion from 
abroad. and from domestic dis- 
turbances from within. What 
has actually happened in these 
departments is that they have 
formed a sort of a union to per- 
petuate their own existence, 
largely irrespective of the public 
welfare—and acting, «as we 
might say about a commercial 
organization that had entire con- 
trol of a public necessity “as an 
illegal combination in restraint 
of trade.” 

The conduct of affairs by these 
two departments, as far as avia- 
tion ts concerned, has been 60 
disgusting in thé last few years 
as to make any self-respecting 
person ashamed of the cloth he 
wears. Were it not for the great 
patriotiem of our air officers and 
their absolute confidence in the 
institutions of the United States, 
knowing that sooner or later ex- 
isting conditions would be 
changed, I doubt if one of them » 
would remain with the tolors— 
certainly not if he were a real 


Seeing no progress in our ef- 
forts, which had been continued 
for years, to convince or even 
seriously interest the governing 
bodies of the war and navy de- 
partments to better our aeronau- 
tical condition, we were stirred 
to further action by the killing of 
Lieut. Pierson and Capt. Skeel in 
the dilapidated racing airplanes 
during last October's air meet. 

This was caused by an ar- 
rangement between the navy and 
army, that the navy should take 
the rd@®es one year and the armv 
should take them the next year. 
thereby equalizing propaganda. 
not service. Instead of building 
new airplanes, our men were giv- 
en the old crates fo fly at those 
terrific speeds.

The Shenandoah on Need- 
less Propaganda Mission 


When It Was Destroyed, 
Officer Asserts. 


PLEADS FOR REMEDY 
OF THE CONDITIONS 


Main Fault, He Says, Is 
That Operations Are Di- 
rected by Inexperienced 
Ground Officers.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Sept. 5.—< 
Declaring defiance of the War De- 
partment, Col. William Mitchell, 
Eighth Corps Air Officer, dropped 
another bomb Into air service cir- 
cles and then departed by airplane 
for tarpon fishing at Aransas Pass. 
His statement charged recent air 
accidents to the management of 
the air service in blunt languago, 
and Mitchell said he expected to be 
arrested for his remarks. He thon 
climbed into his plane and hopp?!l 
off for the coast. 

“It will do them good to read 
my statements two or three times 
more, and think it over as they 
read," Col. Mitchell said tonight in 
a telephone conversation from 
Aransas Pass, when informed that 
a Washington dispatch indicated 
the possibility of disciplinary ac- 
tion against him because of his 
scathing statements and charges. 

In commenting on the fatal 


wreck of the Shenandoah and th» 


failure of the Hawalian flight, 
with its possible loss of life, Co. 
Mitchell said: 

“These accidents are the direct 
result of the incompetency, erimi- 
nal negligence and almost treason- 
able administration of national de- 
fense by these two departments.” 
Col. Mitchell's statement is filled 
with biting sarsacm and criticism 
of their conduct of aviation. 


Conduct Called Disgusting, 


“As far as aviation is concerned, ' 


the conduct by these departments 


has been so disgusting tn the last 
few years as to make any self-re- 
specting person ashamed of thf 
cloth he wears,” Mitchell contin- 
ued. 

“Were it not for the great pa- 
triotism of our air officers and thetr 
hope for a change in conditions 
sooner or later, I doubt if a real 
man would remain with the colors 
under existing conditions.” 

In reply to the statement by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Wilbur that the 
HaawlWan flight proves the value Tf 
the Atlantic and Pacific as Amer- 
ica's bulwark against invasion 
from a foreign power, Col. Mitch- 
ell points out that such an inva- 
sion from Asia would be made by 
way of Alaska, where the water to 
be crossed is little wider than tf 
English Channel. 

The route from Europe, he sald, 
is over the course followed by the 
round-the-world fliers. to Iceland. 
Greenland and North America, 
should a country become powerful 
enough to undertake the oper- 
ation.

He has given to this subject deep 
and fruitful study, and has become one of America’s 
leading aposties for a thorough-going renovation of 
our criminal courts, as the direct way of reducing the 
crime wave. Mr. Hadley is no slavish follower of 
the old common law which, developed in times far 
different from our own, still governs our criminal] 
procedure. He showed that our system of crimina! 
law was devised some 200 years ago in a period of 
political and official oppression, when nearly 200 dif- 
,ferent offenses, many of them political, were pun- 
ishable by death. Then elaborate protective webs of 
technicality were spun to protect innocent prisoners 
from awful and drastic sentences. Now, although 
men are no longer liabie to capital punishment at the 
whim and caprice of Princes, those ancient technica!

“The fossil mammals contained 
in the pithecanthropus layer havo 
been thoroughly studied and tend 
to confirm the original reference 
to the uppermost Pliocene. It 
is noteworthey that three species of 
late Pliocene elephants, all known 
as stegodon, and especially the spe- 
cles stegodon ganeza, occur.” 

The inference is unavoidable 
that Pithecanthropus was contem- 
poraneous with those extinct ani- 
mals—in the late Pliocene epoch— 
some 400,000 or 600,000 years ago. 

Simian Charactertstics. * 

The anatomical features of Pithe- 
canthropus are set forth with great 
minuteness by Sir Arthur Keith, 
professor in the Royal College of 
| Surgeons of England, in the new 
and revised edition (January, 
1925) of his “Antiquity of Man.” 

Dr. Keith is a thoroughgoing 
anatomist, and it will be interesting 
to hear some of his conclusions. 
‘How low Pithecanthropus must 
be placed in the human scale— 
how very simian he was—becomes

it represents an extinct race of apes 
intermediate between living | an- 
thropoids and man’’—and named it 
Australopithecus Africanus, the 
Southern ape of Africa. 

“Without going into the tech- 
nicalities of measurements, it can 
be said that Prof. Dart found the 
skull of the Australopithecus in- 
clines to the characteristics of men 
rather than of apes—humanoid 
rather than anthropoid.” “Unlike 
Pithecanthropus, he says, “it does 
not represent an apé-like man, a 
caricature of precocious hominoid 
failure, but a creature well ad- 
vanced beyond modern anthropoids 
‘in just those characteristics, facial 
and cerebral, which are to be an- 
ticipated in an extinct link between 
man and his simian ancestor.” He 
concludes: “It is therefore logically 
regarded as a man-like ape.” 

From an article written in Feb5- 
ruary, 1925, by Albert Ernest 
Jenks, professor of anthropology 
in the University of Minnesota, wo 
note the following: “According to 
the very \capable anatomist, Dr.

Dr. Keith 
presents data showing from the 
brain cast of this new fossil that its 
possessor was an ape and not a 
man.” 

And the Literary Digest for 
March 7, 1926, states that Dr. Hrd- 
licka, anthropologist of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, believes it 
“probable that the remains date 
from Tertiary times, a time more 
ancient than any in which human 
remains have heretofore Ween 
found. In this case they have 
been preserved for hundreds of 
thousands of years.” “Australo- 
pithecus is probably more remote 
in human anoestry than Pithecan- 
thropus, the ape-man of Java, up 
to now considered the oldest man- 
like creature known to science. 
Australopithicus was not an ape- 
man like Pithecanthropus, but a 
man-ape. He was a creature who 
emerged just before the dawn of 
man.”’ 

These conclusions appear star- 
tling. If they are true we are 
obliged to’ admit the discovery of 
another missing link in the chain 
of the evolution’ of man—a nape) 
considerably above any fossil or ex 
isting anthropoid ape and far below 
any variety of present-day man—a 
man-ape that livef’away back in 
the Tertiary, probadly in the Piio- 
cene or possibly in the Miocene 
epoch—anywhere from 600,000 to 
1,000,000 years ago. It is a dizzy- 
ing thought, especially to those of 
us who have been nurtured in the 
time limitations of Genesis.

RESULTS OF TESTS 
OF SUPER- POWER

Observers Find, Increase in 
| Volume Is Not Proportional 


to Increased Energy. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Three 
important conclusions have been 
reached by the Bureau of Stand- 


ards as the result of an analysis 
_ of higher or superpower broadcast- 
iing during this summer. In the 
arder of their importanee, they 
| are: 

Superpower will not prevent fad- 
ing. 

Superpower will not cause ex- 
cessive interference or blanketing 
of smaller stations. a 
| While materially increasing the 
gervice range of a station, super 
‘power will not overcome static on 
| reception at great distances. 
| Throughout the summer a num- | 
| ber of statione have increased their 
power to five kilowatts as a result 
of the recommendations of the last 
, radio conference. Last week WGY 
used 50 kilowatts on three eve- 
'nings for test purposes. Atter 
|} measurement of the signals, the 
‘following report is made by the 
|} Bureau of Standards: 
| ‘‘The past summer has witnessed 
(a tenfold increase of power used 
in many of the broadcasting sta- 
tions, as wwll as experiments on 
| stil} higher powers, running up to 
'50 kilowatts. Measurements on the 
‘actual signals delivered by these 
| stations have been made by the Bu- 
'reau of Standards, Department of 
| Commerce, and ¢o- -operating labo- 
| ratories. These measurements 
culminated in special observations 
on the alternating 50 and 2% kilo- 
watt tramsmission of WGY on Aug. 
22, 24 and 25. Some surprising 
conclusions can be announced. 

“The results are remarkable for 
some things that did not happen 
as well as for some that did. First 
and foremost, high power has not 
resulted in signals of overwhelming 
intensity. Even the 650-kilowatt 
transmissions reached many listen- 
ers with an intensity which was 
not noticeably greater than that 
of many other stations on moder- 
ate power. Excessive interference 
or blanketing of lower-power sta- 
tions is another element of the 
popular picture of “super-power” 
which has failed to materialize. 
These results, from the viewpoint 
of scientific investigation, are re- 
garded as important verification of 
the calculations of radio engineers, 
who have consistently maintained 
that the apprehensions of stifling 
effecte of higher power were whol- 
ly unfounded. 

“The most startling conclusions 
are in reference to fading, or signal 
fluctuation. At all distances great- 
er than about 50 miles from a sta- 
tion, actual tests show that the 
received wave intensity is continu- 
ally fluctuating. the variation from 
maximum to minftmum being as 
great as 100 40 1. The ear is no- 
‘'toriously insensitive to intensity 
changes, otherwise the reception of 
distant broadcast programs would 
be quite unacceptable. Increasing 
the power was found to affect no 
improvement in the degree of fluc- 
tuation. It can, therefore, be defi- 
nitely stated that high power is 
inot the solution of the fading prob- 
| lem. 


“For still another reagon, the 
distance over which a broadcast 
|station gives highly satisfactory, 


/dependahie service is quite limited. 
This is the omnipresent background 
of static and all sorts of electrical 
disturbance, which requires that 
the radio wave have more than a 
certain minimum intensity in order 
tO assure reception) free from in- 
terference. There is an area 
around every broadcast. station 
within which such perfect recep- 
tion is assured and beyond which 
}it is not possible to rely on night- 
time reception free from disturb- 
ance. Daytime reception is in gen- | 
eral not possible at all beyond this. 
aren. This zone of really depend- 
able radio service around = each | 
broadcasting station is surprisingly 
small, but its area is approximately 
proportional to the station's power. 
This is found to be the prime rea- 
son which makes high power even 
desirable from the standpoint of 
improved public reception. 

“More specific conclusions can- 
not yet be stated by the Depart- 
| ment of Commerce on the special

National Radio Gomiaieal 
Will Consider Increasing 
the Broadcast Band. 


With winter and better radio re- 
officials of 
the Department of Commerce are | 
beginning te worry again about | 
the wave length situation. 

The subject will be taken up at | 
the National Radio Conference | 
which Secretary Hoover will call | 
late in September or early in Octo- | 
ber. It is possible, although high- | 
ly improbable, that the conference | 
may be able to find some solution | 
of the problem. 

Last winter, with stations crow a- | 
ed so closely together, thousands 
of complaints reached the Depart- 
ment of Commerce of interference. 
Unless there is a change, coaditions 
will be no better this wintcr and-as 
a result fans will be unable to get 
a lot of stations that they like to 
listen in on. 

To make matters even worse; 
there are pending nearly 200 appli-’ 
cations for licenses for new sta- 
tions. The owners of these pro- 
posed new stations are very anxious 
to go on the alr and some of them 
are complaining bitterly because 
they cannot get a wave length. 
Each of these proposed new sta- 
tions has been warned that there ig 
little likelihood of their being ad- 
ditional wave lengths in the near 
future. In spite of this, some of 
them have gong ahead with the 
erection of stations in the hope of 
getting a wave length by 
means or other. 

To give a clearer picture of the 
situation, the following table show- 
ing the allocation of all wave 
lengths is presented:

Should an attempt be made to 
provide additional wave lengths, 
the band between 150 to 200 meters 
might be taken from the amateurs 
and turned over to broadcasting! 
purposes. Until most of the sets 
in use are capable of tuning that 
low, however, there seems little 
benefit from such an arrangement. 

According to authorities, one of 
two things must be done. Either 
manufacturers must make neces- 
sary changes in sets to enable them 
to tune as low as 150 meters, or 
else authority must be granted by 
Congress for the Department of | 
Commerce or some other agency to | 
limit the number of broadcasting | 
stations. |

This volume 
of business has been built up by 
American radio manufacturers and 
exporters through tne sale of qua!- 
ity goods, and although European 
radio manufacturers have been 
competing in this market, the pur- 
chasers have consistently preferred 
sets and parts of American origin.

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An employment and placement 
bureau for the disabled will be re- | 
opened by the St. Louis Chapter of | 
the American Red Cross in the’ 
chaper headquarters, Social Serv- 
ice Bullding, 2221 Locust street, 
Sept. 15, and jobs suitable to the. 
abilities of the crippled and other) 
handicapped persons will be 
sought. The bureau is for both 
disabled war veterans and civilians, 
and will serve a double purpose ino 
that it will rehabilitate the dis- 
abled men and relieve agencies of | 
the care of them. 

The first employment bureau for 
the handicapped was opened by. 
the Chamber of Commerce in 1917, 
and later was taken over by the 
Red Cross, but was discontinued 
in August, 1920, because of iack 
of funds, and also because of ex- 
cessive work for war veterans and 
their families. Decision as to the 
necessity of re-opening the bureau 
was made iast year following a 
survey by a special community 
Council Committee on the place- 
ment of the handicapped which : 
was headed by Mrs. N. M. Cod- 
ding. “We believe,” the report 
said in part, “that the former ex- 
perience and success of the Red 
Cross placement bureau justifies 
‘this agency again taking charge 
of such a bureau because the Red 
Cross is ready to act in an emer- 
gency where no other organiza- 
tion can function, because it is not 
Gefinitely identified with any par- 
ticular type of health work, and 
because we believe it can re-or- 
ganize the bureau to serve as ef- | 
ficientiy as before.” | 
Mrs. Schwab Chairman of Board. 

Mrs. Bidney IL. Schwab, who was 
instrumental in having the original 
bureau established by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, will be chairman 
of the Advisory Board of the new 
bureau. Mrs. Grace Adams, who 
has been director of the Home 
Service Section of the Red Cross 
for the past three years. will be 
director of the placement bureau 
and will be succeeded in the Home 
Service Section work by Miss Mar- 
guerite Groiton.

runs and in those days 29 home runs were 
enough to make a man famous, to make small 
boys follow him through the streets, to make 
other clubs bid high for his services. 

And so in January of 1920, after the base- 
bail world had been talking through the 
previous months of the winter of Ruth’s great 
home run record, the Boston American League 
club announced that the services of the great 
home-run hitter, the Sultan of Swat, the

If his home-run record of 29 had been 
enough to make the tongues wag, the deal 
which sent him to the New York team for 
the remarkable purchase price of $125,000 


created a real sensation. Thousands of col- 
unins were written about the sale of the slug- 
ger and if in any remote corner of the world 
the name of Babe Ruth had not penetrated, 
it did penetrate now and in remote corners of 
the globe mouths must have stood agape at 
the dispatch telling. how {a man who hit 29 
home runs in 432 chances had brought $125,- 
000 on the open market. 
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Sets New Home-Run Record | 


New York baseball magnates who paid 
such a price were described as stupendously 
siliy. The 29 home runs constituted a re- 
meéerkable record. Every one admitted that. 
But there was no certainty that he would 
even approximate that record again. 

But Ruth promptly set a new record in 
1920: In that\season he hit 54 home runs 
and in hitting t®ese home runs he drew more 
persons into bas¥ball parks than any player 
nr any team of stars had ever drawn before. 

People traveled from farms nearby and 
from states far removed to see Babe Ruth 
hit a home run. And the turnstiles clicked 
so often and the dollars clinked into the New 
York cash boxes in such increasingly large 
numbers that the New York American League 
club decided they no longer could share the 
Polo Grounds, the park of the New York Na- 
tionals and so they built themselves a new 
baseball park, the Yankee Stadium, a $3,000,- 
000 baseball amphitheater, an edifice made

possible and financed largely by the crowds 
vaofich Babe Ruth, hitter of home runs, lured 
into ball parks wherever he appeared. 

Ruth’s rise to fame, his sudden arrival 
as a producer of spectacular home runs, fol- 
lowed closely the scandal of 1919. A group 
of gamblers had succeeded in bribing mem- 
bers of the Chicago American League club 
to lay down to the Cincinnati National League 
club in a world series. When the news broke 
tuere were tears and lamentation: It was 
scid the death knell of the great American 
g&ime of baseball had been sounded and that 
it would never recover. It was said that the 
public would not pay its good money to see 
frames, now that there was and would for- 
ever be a question as to the honesty of the 
cortests. 


But Ruth made the cash customers forget 
the scandal of 1919. They forgot that Chi- 
cago players had gone out there on the field 
aud played for the other team to win. The 
cash customers forgot all about the scanda! 
in the eager desire to be thrilled by the sight 
of a baseball soaring off the bat of the mighty 
Babe Ruth, the “Bambino,” soaring out over 
the outfielder’s head, into the stands or into 
the boulevards or lots beyond. 

And whereas it had been predicted that 
baseball crowds would shrink after that ter- 
ribie expose of crooked baseball, the years 
of 1920 when Ruth hit 54 home runs and 
1921 @hen he set a new world record of 59 
circuit drives, attracted the greatest crowds 
that had ever attended baseball. : 

Ruth was a hero. Not since the days of 
John L. Sullivan has there been such anoth- 
er figure. And in the case of the great John 
L., there were untold thousands who looked 
cown upon him as a bruiser, a bar-room fight- 
er, whereas in the case of Ruth men and wom- 
en and children, families in all waiks and 
stations of life, worshiped at his shrine, the 
shrine of the four-base wallops. 

When in St. Louis in 1921 Ruth was intro- 
duced to members of the Union Theological 
Seminary at the Buckingham Hotel.

He 
isn’t running away in an excited or per- 
turbed state of mind to garner the trea- 
sures of the deep but is carefully, sysetemat- 
ically, methodically perfecting his strange 
contrivance and demonstrating to his own 
Satisfaction that he has conquered the un-

There is nothing complicated, nothing 
intricate about his portable “hole in 


the sea,” nothing really marvelous about it. 
Yet its practicability has been so thorough- 
ly demonstrated that the United States Navy 
Department has become interested in it and 


the American Museum of Natural History 
has used it in photographing views of the 
Submarine world. It consists of nothing 


more than a flexiblé, collapsible steel tube 
With an iron chamber at the lower end which 
Weighs 3% is capable of comfort- 
ably housing five persons. The tube ts in 
Sections which fold like a japanese lantern, 
is three feet in diameter and covered on the 
OUtside by rubber and canvas

“Ordinarily, in photographing submarine 
pictures, I go down all the way from 30 to 
90 feet. But I have teated the tube and 
chamber at 200 feet and found it just as 
practical at one depth as another. The rise 
and fall of the ship overhead on the water's 
surface makes no difference to the chamber 
at the end because the tube is both flexible 
and collapsible. Even when a strong cur- 
rent is running underseas, the ‘hole in the 
sea’ is not affected other than to slant it at 
an angle. 


“A diver in regulation suit can work 
readily in 50 feet of water when continu- 
ously supplied with compressed air. But 
when he gets to a depth of 150 feet, he is 
able to accomplish little. In fact, few have 
ever gone down that deep and accomplished 
anything. The strain on the body is so 
great that at best the diver can remain in 


that depth but very few minutes. But in 
this steel chamber, completely cylindrical, 
no discomfort whatever is felt. The pres- 


sure outside is equalized as in the arch of 
a tunnel and the chamber cannot be crushed. 
There you are, in perfect comfort, at any 
length. The walls of the tube are thick and 
cylindrical, too, so they can't give in.” 

Will Williamson's ‘‘hole in the sea” be 
the means of bringing up from the ocean’s 
bed the fabulous treasures known to hav 
beeen sunk during the centuries? Will the 
bars of silver and gold, the caskets of jewels, 
of rubies and emeralds and pearis and dia 
monds, be brought once more into the sun- 
light? He believes they will. 


ISTORICAL records have much to in- 
H dicate Cuba, the Isle of Pines, Jamai- 

ca and Haiti are girdled with Spanish 
wrecks containing unrecovered gold and sil- 
millions; that Treasure Cove in 
the island of Tortuga where once thrived the 
wicked buccaneers, probably is the burial 
ground of jewels beyond price. In and 
around Trinidad in the South Atlantic off 
the coast of Brazil, the vast booty of the 
eea-rovers who plundered the richest cities 
in South America, is said to be buried. Two 
mijilion dollars is reputed to be  off-coast 
fram the Salvages Islands southward of 
Madeira, with a Spanish ship in 1804. 
Fifty thousand ounces of gold is known to 
have gone down in the General Grant bound 
from Australia to London in 1866, in the 
vicinity of the Auckland Islands. 


Just off Cape Vidal on the coast of 
Zululand, a mysterious sailing vesse! known 
as the Derothea went down with a huge for- 
tune in gold bricks cemented under her 
fioor, stolen from mines of the Rand and as 
late as the year 1900 the British Govern- 
ment spent nearly $1000 in seeking a chart 
of the wreck

these are but minor treasures 
as compared with some of the losses record- 
ed in history. The most valuable cargo that 
ever went down ip ships since the world be 
gan, stored in the Spanish gallecns 
which salled from Mexico for Spain in 1702, 
consisting of plate and bullion from the 
mines of Mexico and Peru. After escaping 
the perils of buccaneer, privateer and fri- 
gate, the gaileons were trapped by a fleet 
under command of Sir George Rooke and 
sent to the bottom Seventeen galleons con- 
voyed by 23 French ships-of-the-line and

frigates were lost. One hundred million 
dollars in gold ingots and silver bars 
sank in Vigo Bay on the coast of Spain be- 
neath the fire of Dutch and English guns. 
There it lies today in clear, blue water, baf- 
fling all efforte at salvage. 

No treasure in the world has been more 
desperately sought. No mysterious chest of 
pirate plunder has ever caused men's pulses 
to beat so high. During all of the eighteenth 
century, effort after effort was- made to 
reach the sunken millions. In 1822 Amer- 
ican treasure hunters organized the Inter- 
national Submarine Co. It failed. Then 
came the Vigo Bay Treasure Co. which put 
in 50 years endeavoring to bring up’ the 
wealth. It managed to lift one galleon but 
the weight of mud in her hull split her in 
two and the pieces sank. In 1904, barely 
more than 20 years ago, another company 
obtained a concessién from the Spanish Gov- 
ernment to seek the treasure and it man- 
aged to bring another galleon up. But it 
was not a treasure ship. In it were found 
guns of different caliber, 30 gun carriages, 
some silver spoons, mariners’ compasses, 
enormous cables, wheels, mortars, statuettes 
injJaid with gold, some beautifully engraved 
pipe holders, Mexican porcelains and pieces 
of silver and gold stamped by the Royal 
Mint of Mexico, together with ingots from 


Peru. But none of the richer casks of 
inetal. 

“IT am told,”’ Williamson says, “that on 
clear days when the sea is still, some of 


those old galleons and frigates may still be 
seen in the depths, rotted, of course and col- 
lapsed, still holding a semblance of 
shape.

ree T any rate,” continued Williamson, 
a “I propose visiting the Bay of Vigo 
and going down to photograph the 
mass at the bottom. Then, if the Spanish 
Government will permit I will take grapples 
and buckets and bring up whatever is there. 
I do not care how many hundreds of feet 
they are down. I can illuminate the bot- 
tom sufficiently to make operations cover 
every foot of the bay and I can sit down 
there in my under-seas pilot house and with 
telephone or loud-speaker radio direct every 
movement. The greatest deterrent in deep- 
sea salvage work is darkness. Workmen find 
it necessary to feel the way. But I can {I- 
luminate the entire base of operation. 
“You understand, this is no idle dream. 
I am doing these very things now. I have 
proven that this tube with its operating 
chamber is practical. I have demonstrated 
it to the Government and received ap- 
proval and have taken the directors of the 
greatest national museum into it for their 
investigation work. 
“The treasure in the Bay of Vigo is not 
the only one I purpose to seek. There is,

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for instance, the Florencia, a ship of the 
Spanish Armada, sunk in Tobermory Bay, 
Island of Mull, off the coast of Scotland in 
1588, with $30,000,000 in her lazarette. 
This was a galleon from the great fleet 
which had been shattered and driven in 
frantic flight by British seamen in the war 
with Spain during the sixteenth century. 
She sailed into the Bay of Tobermory a fu- 
gitive, racked and leaking, her painted sails 
in tatters, her Spanish sailors sick, weary, 
starved and disheartened. Many of her sis- 
ter ships had crashed ashore on the Irish 
coast. The Florencia went down there in 
Tobermory and for more than three centu- 
ries search for her riches has been carried 
on. As late as 1903 salvage crews sought 
her store. But apparently, the currents and 
tides have shattered her hull and scattered 
her golden cargo. All that has been brought 
up, so far as is known, is a bronze cannon 
loaded with a stone ball, several swords and 
scabbards, blunderbusses, a massive candle- 
stick, a gold ring and some 60 doubloons 
bearing the names of Ferdinand and Isa- 
bella. The bulk of the treasure remains 
hidden. 


“IT can go down in my ‘hole in the sea,’ 
turn the lights on the bottom of the bay, 
locate the treasure and direct the salvage.”’ 


The Lusitania, one of the proudest liners 
that ever traversed the seas, was sunk 
almost within sight of the Irish coast dur- 
ing the war and is said to lie in about 200 
feet of water. No one knows how much 
treasure there is in her strong-room. But 
Willlamson with his “hole in the sea” ex- 
pects to go down and look her over. His 
eyes probably will be the first ever t6 see 
the decaying wreck. 


TRANGELY,” he added, “I have 
greater tnterest in viewing the Lusl- 
tania than any of the vessels 
have gone down The tragedy 
surrounding her sinking has always 
seemed poignant to me and I! feel as though 
I would like to go down to the great liner 
as a friend to a rescue. Of course, there will 
be little left of her except the gold, silver 
and jewels in her strong-room, but I'd like 
to provide the means for bringing them 
back to the world.”

HE African natives in the vicinity of 
the camp are called Wakoma. They 
are a fairly representative people of 
tne country, not the best type, but a peace 
able, long-suffering sort of human beings 
that make good porters and die by droves 
hen the white man crushes them with the 
heel of civilization, as occurred in the late 
war. in ancient days they furnished the 
Bangs of slaves that the Portuguese led out 
of the country with chains on their necks. 
They are hunters with the bow, and only ip- 
cidentally agricultural and pastoral in their 
Pursults. 


It was quite natural then that they aban- 
doned their villages and all took to the no 
madic life in the bush, which is so close to 
their natural habit. Consequently they 
raised no corn and could pay no annual hut 
tax. Now hunting has been forbidden them 
with the object of forcing them to plant and 
raise crops. Each native must pay the Brit- 
ish Government 6 shillings annually asa 
hut tax, and more if he has more than one 
wife. As it stands now'the Wakomas have 
mo chance to earn the 5 shillings except 
rom occasional porter service or from the 
Bale of wildebeest tails to other tribes. These 
of course they get by hunting. 

We carry a gunny-sack full of cola 
age to defray our immediate expenses and 
buy potio. We hire 20 men and feed them 
for the price of one good servant in Amert- 
ca. 

Working as porters, as they do for Leslie 
Simeon, @nd for other hunting safaris, these 
People earn about 10 shillings a month—or 
$2.50. Wages have gone up in modern days. 
A «un bearer earns 60 to 80 shillings @ 
month. He must be an especially trained 
Man for the privilege of risking his life for 
$20. But few can reach such heights as 
hese. 


The Wakoma carry their burdens on their 
hOuldera and ordinarily pack 60 pounds all 
BAY long, usually 15 to 20 miles.

UST as the horse, sac- 
rificed before the jug- 
gernaut of the auto- 
mobile, disappeared, 
ZS so is the gypsy being 
driven from the high- 


ways. Gone for the 
most part are the cara- 
vans, those gay and 


flaunting gypsy wag- 
ons with red and gold 
and bits of silvered 
mirror. Gone are the long cavalcades that 
followed the folk of Romany in their wan- 
derings. Gone are the picturesque costumes 
of the Romany. Gone is their trade. 


The shadow of the automobile is engulf- 
ing the old-time gypsy camps. Where, 
down in Luxemburg, on South Broadway, 
two years ago 22 families were camped, to- 
day there are but two. Of the number, 
then, a score has vanished from the roads. 
Where have they gone? The gypsies can- 
not tell you. But the reason of their going 
is quite plain. 

“You-all knows,"’ says Clarence Lee, “how 
the bottom just done drapped out of the 
hawse market.’"’ Clarence Lee is a gypsy 
with an accent that drawls through dreamy 
memories of the South. His travels have 
ranged him from St. Louis to New Or- 
leans, south through Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Mississippi; north through Loulisigena, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma and Missouri. Each 
spring he has come north since he was a 
child. His father bought horses here and 
80 does Clarence. Over in the thicket across 
the ravine which divides the camping ground 
in Luxemburg he has a score of mules and 
horses picked up at the East St. Louis stock- 


yards. 

“They'll last me,” he said, ‘‘a-tradin’, till 
I git me down in Tennessee Down there 
I'll buy some more to take on South. But 
there ain't much left in the hawse bual- 


ness now. You-al!l sholy knows. Sometimes 
it seems to me like that ol’ wagon of mine 


is jes’ about on her las’ trip.” 


WO such wagons are there. Ear!

OR will you find these things in the 

N cnet gypsy camps near St. Louis to- 
day. The women all look more like 
wives from sunburnt homesteads than tra- 
ditional gypsy sybils. You will see no swish- 
ing swathes of flounced, gay-colored skirts. 
No silken bandanas, no flaunting aprons. 
Yet you may not know what (Pose treasured 
boxes piled up within the tent may hold. 
. That is as true 6f the gypsy folk tent- 


ing under the trees at Loftin’s Cave, on 
South Broadway, 
at the end of the 
street car line as 
it is of the Rom- 
anies in Luxem- 
burg. 


There are three 
families at Loftin's 
—in half a dozen 
camps, for father 
and son travel to- 
gether, with thgir 
families. These are 
folk who have giv- 
en up horse-trad- 


ing altogether—driven from the occupation 
that has been theirs for 500 years at least—- 
for so long as that have the gypsy folk in 
Europe and America, been jockeys and trad- 
ers. The horse has been displaced by the 
automobile in America’s life—and in the life 
of Romany, as well.: So you will find Wil- 


liam George—a Rumanian gypsy—who 
rides in his own Packard. You will find the 
Morts-——Pete, the father, John, the sgon— 


who ride in Dodges, and with them are the 
Young family, also motorized gypsies. And 
all of these follow different trades. 

The George family are of the time-hon- 
ored gypsy breed of tinkers. William came 
from Rumania 30 years ago. He had learned 
the trade of copperemith as a charming lit- 
tle ewer of beaten brass attests, and there is 
further proof in the great brass charger on 
which, when the family celebrated with a 
barbecue the fiesta of its patron, St. Mary, 
on Aug. 18, the meat was served. The Ru- 
manian gypsies are Orthodox Catholicse— 
hence the fiesta, to which their relatives 
and friends all over America were asked— 
by telegraph, if you please. 

‘“Rooshians,’’ the Lees call these outland 
folk from Rumania. They are Slavic types, 
blonde, wrestler-bullt men, broad-backed, 
Slavic women, with high cheek bones. They, 


" too, traded horses in earlier years, as they 


went about the country seeking what there 
was to fix.

For the Morts and the Youngs and, 
indeed, the Lees, are dark, swarthy, almost 
Moorish in their type. The men, however, 
are great friends and the “Rooshians”’ listen 
with deep interest while Pete Mort, whose 
wide crepe hatband betokengs a ‘‘widow- 
man,” tells of his exploits fishing in the 
Sacramento River out in California. Both 
of course, speak English, the accent vary- 
ing as their lives have been spent in city or 
in country. And each of them speaks the 
Romany language that is his heritage from 
ancient forbears. But the strange thing Is 
that these English gypsies and the ‘“‘Roosh- 


ians,”’ whose families perhaps had never 
met in the 600

Most free from fortune-telling gypsies. ‘It's. 
against the law,’’ was the explanation of the 
men. One had heard that before. Yet two 
years ago, when many of them were camped 
here and the same story was told inqulirers, 
policewomen found many well-known seer- 
esses about the camp. Powerful is the 
automobile in remodeling gypsy life. But 
it will never do away with gypsy law, nor, 
probably, with fortune-telling. 
hand ip hard: Gypsy law—fortune telling. 
For that law, as old George Borrow summed 
it up a hundred years ago, is: Separate not 
from the husbands; be faithful to the hus- 
bands; pay your debts to the husbands. And 
husband—in the Romany sense—is king. 
To gypsies alone does the gypsy law re- 
quire good faith. Trickery, then, is with 
them an art, which dates back to their first 
advent in Burope, or which, so far back as 
~ April 17, 1427, an old 
French chronicle tells: 
“Appeared in Paris 12 pen- 
itents of Egypt, driven 
from thence by the Sara- 
cens; they brought In their 
company 120 #£«x»persons; 
they took up thelr quar- 
ters in La Chapelle, whith- 
er the people flocked in 
crowds to visit them. 
They had their ears pierced, from which de- 
pended a ring of silver; their hair was black 
and crispy, and their women were filthy to 
a degree and were sorceresses who told for- 
tunes." Their penance, they pretended, had 
been laid upon them by high heaven because 
their fathers, during the flight of the Holy 
Family into’ Egypt to escape Herod's mas- 
sacre of the Innocents, had refused a night's 
shelter to Jesus, Mary and Joseph. 


Their tricks, their pretended 
brought them followers. But witchcraft aad 
theft grew bolder, until Medieval Europe 
rose to stamp them out and it became a 
death offense to have been born of gypsy 
blood. Only the cleverest, the tricklest, the 
fittest, survived. No wonder, then, that 
pretense to sorcery and clever swindles are 
inbred in the race. Human nature is much 
the same today as five centuries ago. Only, 
today sophistication re 
places gypsy guile—oo 
the surface.

~~) ET the great world 
spin forever down the 
ringing «grooves of 
change,”’ wrote Tenny- 
eon in his ‘Locksley 
Hall” in 184! As 
Punch, that wise and 
sprightly commentator 
on the passing show, 
has pointed out, the 
poet's metaphor proved 
him a poor mechanic. 
He had in mind the rallway—a phenomenon 
then in its ‘teens and still to be wondered 
at—and he thought that the wheels ran in a 
groove. A poor mechanic, yes; but a seer 
For it is just one hundred years ago that the 
world began spinning on steam-driven 
wheels. England started it on its way, 
and hence it is England which this year is 
celebrating, with colorful and appropriate 
pageantry. the Centenary of the Railway. 
Two or three years hence the United States 
will be entitled to observe the one hundredth 
anniversary of the coming of the iron horee 
to this country. The Fourth of July, 1928. 
would be an appropriate date for the climax, 
for it. was just a century before, to the day, 
that ground was broken for the Baltimore @ 
Obio, the first railroad in the States. With

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RAILROAD CENTENARY Celebrations in England Disclose the Caustic and Humorous Comment Lavished by 
“PUNCH” upon “the Steam Monster which Thundered Past’? — AT EIGHT MILES AN HOUR. 


HE dignitaries wore their tallest top 
hats: the ladies were in all the glory 
of the spreading skirts of the period. 
The engineers wore light blue silk hats; 
their tail coats were green and purple. Stand- 
ing watch over the queer gyrations of the 
piston rods, these prototypes of the modern 
workers of sailroad magic must have made 
an impressive and a gaudy picture. Last in 
line, but not the least in picturesqueness, 
came, according to one chronicle of the 
event, a band resplendently clad in beaver 
hats, white waistcoats and many-colored 
coats. The wagon in which they rode bore 
an old iron brasier as a tail light. 

Just as the signa] for the start was given 
a top-hatted courier on a white horse dashed 
down the line ahead of the train with a red 
flag, warning the crowds of the monster's 
approach. 

The engine started off with its immense 
train of carriages.” wrote an eyewitness, 
“and here the scene became most interesting 
—horsemen galloping across the fields to 
accompany the engine and the people on {foot- 
on either side of the road endeavoring to 
keep up with the cavalcade. In some parts 
the speed was frequently 12 miles a 
and in ome place for a short dista 
miles per hour; nd it should be remem- 
Dered that at that time there were 450 pas- 
sengers, whose weight. with the coals and 
merchandise, would amount to nearly 30 
tons. 

“The engine, with her load, covered tb

to youth. He foresaw troubie and ciaas 
war as the mevitable result of the indefinite 
extension of machinery For many years 
Punch was far more concerned witH empha- 
Siging the dangers and discomforts of the 
new mode of travel and the wild speculation 
to which it led, than given to dilating on its 
prospective delights.”’ 

Punch’s cartoons and comment (here 
reproduced) during this period of his 
skepticism throw a revealing light on the 
pubiic opinion of the times and suggest 
some of the difficulties that the railways 
had to overcome. There were frequent ref- 
erences to “tnfernal smashes.” On Aug. 
23. 1845, Punch wrote, under the heading 
of “Railway Returns” The profits azn- 
hua.ly returned on railways are sometimes 
enormous; Dut the largest ttem in the rail- 
way returns bids fair to be the list of 
Killed and wounded. 

Punch liked nothing better than to stick 
the harpoon of his wit into railway direc- 
tors. Their motto, he said was. “Your 
money AND your ilfe.” In an early issue 
he deciared that “the best thing to do for 
poor earth, to protect her, would be to hang 
daily a railway director One of his most 
famous cartoons showed a portiy railway 
director tn use as the front buffer of an en- 
gime. Another pictured Death selling tickets 
to the innocent travelers 

The attitude of Punch (as he admits in 
his confessional] issue) was substantially the 
same as that of a Tory member of Pariia- 
ment, tO whom was attributed this indict- 
ment of the new-fangled way of getting 
about “I have the greatest dislike against 
directors, guards, policemen and everyone 
connected with railways.

UNCH lavished his sympathy on the 
P oassensers especially those who rode 

third-class. First-class passengers, he 
said, were overcharged, but got a modicum 
of comfort; as for the others, they had to put 
up with “overcrowding, drafts, hard seat, 
smoke, dust and dirt.” Punch made the 
suggestion that behind each engine there 
should be second and third class coaches, ‘go 
that, in the event of a smash, second and 
third class lives only would be sacrificed,” 


All railway officials, from highest to the 
owest, were lumped together as “Myrmi- 
dons” bent on harassing the timid traveler. 
In the '40s8 and '50s, if Punch was to be be- 
lieved, none but the nobility and the gentry 
were shown any consideration on the rajil- 
ways. 

In the orgy of railway speculation, which 
reached its height in 1846, Mr. Punch 
found a fertile field for his satire, The 
pages of his magazine were filled with bur 
lesque advertisements of wildcat schemes, 
under such headings as “The Great North 
Pole Rallway; Capital £200,000,000; De. 
posit, Three Pence,’ and ‘‘The Grand Reall- 
way From England to China." Members of 
Parliament were pilloried for engaging jn 
speculative enterprises which they, as legis- 
lators, had had the opportunity of favoring.
